Spain Compromise Seen Over Aid to Church 


MADRID, Dea. 14 (Retiters).— 
A compromise leaving the door 
open to continued state ald to 
Spain's Roman Catholic Coure1 
appears to have been reached in 
the drafting of a new constitu- 
tion, parliamentary sources sald 
today.

Self-Employed Status Changed 
Divers on North Sea Oil Rigs 
Push Britain for Tax Break 


LONDON, Dec. 14 (AP)— 
British divers employed on North 
Sea of] rigs are asking for a tax 
break, and hundreds may quit if 
they do not get it. 

‘The dispute has arisen as Brit- 
ain is approaching ¢elf-sufficien- 
cy in ofl after 10 years of haz- 
ardous prospecting in the North 
Sea, at a cost of 36 divers’ lives. 

Up to this year. British divers 
working under treacherous con- 
divions in the North Sea were 
classified as self-employed and 
paid income tax on earnings de- 
clared at the end of the year. 

Working for themselves, they 
were able to deduct the cost of 


thelr equipment, travel. and 
even the use of their wives as 
secretaries, 


But ‘the Inland Revenue, re- 
sponsible for collecting Britain's 
taxes, has upset the 1,500 Brit- 
ish divers, by ordering most of 
them to start paying income tax 
as ordinary salaried employees. 

“Our view is that most of them 
are no! self-employed,” Patrick 
Lewis, Inland Revenue press of- 
ficer, said yesterday. Epecialist 
diving firms and oil companies 
employing the men have been 
told to put them on the payroll] 
and start deducting ordinary tax 

Divers began paying the higher 
rates on April i, but they are 
pushing the Labor governmeni 
to reverse the tax ruling.

Schmidt Talks 
With Honecker 
Being Sought 


EERLIN, Dec. 14 (AP)..—Efforts 
are belng made to arrange the 
first meeting between top leaders 
of the two postwar Germanys, it 
was announced here yesterday. 


Helmut Schmidt and East Ger- 
man party leader Erich Honecker 
were disclosed by Herbert 
‘Wehner, head of the Bonn par- 
lament faction of Mr. Schmidt's 
Social Democratic party. 

Mr. Wehner said he could not 
Say when, where or if the meet- 
ing would actually take place. 

Former West German Chan- 
-cellor Willy Brandt and East Ger- 
man government leader ‘Willi 
Stoph met in each octher’s coun- 
tries in 1970, but Mr. Brandt did 
not meet with party leader 
Walter Ulbricht. 

Mr. Honecker took over Mr. 
Uibricht's job in 1971 and now 
ho!ds both government and party 
leadership. 


New Flu Type Reported 


GENEVA, Dec. 14 (UPI).—A 
new strain of influenza has been 
isolated in the Soviet Union and 
Hong Kong, the World Health 
Organization reported today. 
The new strain resembles the 
Victoria flu found in 1975 and 
the Texas type of 1877, WHO 
said.

With divers doing hazardous 
maintenance and installation 
work at depths of up to 1.000 
feet, experience is vital, he said. 

‘Would divers strike to get the 
Tuling reversed? 

“We are not going to black- 
mail anyone,” Mr, Henderson 
said. “We have no need. As free 
agents supplying their services 
for a fee. the divers have the 
choice of many -flelds through- 
out che world.

U.S. Farmers Begin Strike for Higher Prices

SPRINGFIELD, Colo, Dec. 14 
(WP),—As part of the most wide- 
spread farm poUtical protest 
since the Depression, angered 
U3. farmers today began their 
lJong-promised strike against the 
federal policies that they say are 
des! their wellbeing and 
their way of life. 


The number of farmers nation- 
wide who are committing them- 
selves to sellmg no more and 
buying no more until they get 
higher prices for their crops and 
livestocks is unknown. The tarm 
strike, first called for only 80 
days ago, is the latest in a string 
oi 20th-century farm withholding 
actions, none of which has suc- 
ceeded in achieving higher prices. 

This one, which follows scores 
of rallies and tractor parndes 
designed to win public support 
for the farmers’ cause, occurs at

as insensitivity to their plight by 
the public. Many of the farmers 
see thefr problems as stemming 
from their reduced numbers as 
well as the increased harvests 
that have depressed prices. 

“Many American farmers 166] 
they are forgotten,” said U.S.

‘Wayne Rasmussen. “They ,still 
feel there is something different 
about farming—that they are 
producing what everyone needs 
and they sere the butt of the 
Jokes and low prices.” 


"Not Second-Rate’ 

“We're not second-rate citi- 
zens,” says Woyne Ballard, 31, 
who has lost $15.000 on the last 
two grain crops, “and we're not 
gonna live like one.” 

“You're damned right,” affirms 
Terry Freed. 27, a seed dealer 
who says he was driven out of 


farming. “What burns me up is 


the priorities in this nation are 
all out of shape. People buy 
mobile homes and take vacations 
and go to the mountains on 
weekends—now just how bed do 
you need to go skiing and how 
bad do you need to eat?”

Huge Soviet Arms Airlift to Ethiopia Alleged

WASHINGTON. Dec. 14 (NYT). 
—The Soviet Union has begun a 
large-scate airlift of arms and 
military equipment to Ethiopia 
that involves unauthorized flights 
over some countries and the fil- 
ing οἵ misleading flight plans 
at refueling pots, State Depart- 
nent cfficials said yesterday. 

The airlift, which began about 
three weeks ago, supplements the 
huge shipments of Soviet mili- 
tarr supplies by sea to Ethiopia, 
which is battling powerful seces- 
sionist forces in Eritrea and in- 
surrectionists in the Ogaden 
region. The latter are backed by 
the armed forces of Somalia.

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The China Beyond the Wall 


One of the maxims of China-watching has 
been that there isso much to watch but so 
lttle to see. The slogan has often deen 
paired with the observation that two of the 
major symbols of China remain the Great 
Wall and the Forbidden City. But the essen- 
tial isolation of this nation of 900 million is 
not simply an adage; it is an important 
factor for those who seek to do business with 
Ghina and bring it into the community of 
nations. 

* + κ 


China's isolation has been both cultural 
and political. Its society has been closed 
to foreigners for long periods; merchants 
who sought to trade were for almost a cen~- 
tury restricted to Canton—where the annual 
trade fairs are still held. The languaze bar- 
rler only adds to the difficulty and has been 
exploited ‘by a succession of Chinese gov- 
ernments to exclude aliens. After the Com- 
munists came to power they raised an ideo- 
logical wall almost as tangible as the wall 
in Berlin so that China, fcr most Americans, 
was only for watching. 

After the Nixon-Mao meeting in 1972, the 
gates seemed finally to be opening. A rush 
of tourists—official, academic and journa- 
listic—celebrated the breach of the barriers. 
But it gradually became clear that there was 
to be no great flood of information, no open- 
ing of statistical. sluices. Americans and 
other foreigners remained strangers at the 
gates; China remained a mystery under 
totalitarlan wraps. Travelers came to feel 
restricted, fenced off, under constant sur- 
velllance. Old China hands found that in 
the turmoil of the Cultural Revolution, much 
of China’s history as well as its present had 
been sealed. News and analysis of China 
must still be gleaned iby reading between the 
official propaganda lines and from such un- 
certain sources as Wall posters and the iso- 
lated foreign compounds in Peking. The 
government was secretive even about so dev- 
astating an event as the Tangshan earth- 
quake, in whitch over 650,000 are said to have 
died, 

It was probably too much to expect a sud- 
den openness from a totalitarian society that 
had spent a decade uprooting its past, was 
buffeted by a serles of internal political up- 
heavals, felt itself threatened by a powerful 
Communist rival on one side and by a hostile 


superpower on the other, and then, within 
a year lost its two principal leaders. Yet 
after the deaths of Chou En-lal and Mao 
Tse-tung and the disgrace of the “radical” 
Gang of Four cincluding Mao’s widow), the 
new regime Jed by Hua Kuo-feng seemed to 
turn pragmatic. It retreated in every field 
from the extreme strictures of Maolsm: 
learning from abroad was again sanctioned: 
foreign trade was encouraged; merit and 
Scholarship were again valued at the untver- 
sities; arms purchases from the West were 
contemplated; wage increases were decreed: 
the industrial development goals set by Chou 
were again proclaimed. 


All these changes suggested a relaxation 
af ideological constraints if not of political 
control. Peking published an exposé of the 
terrorism and torture used by the security 
Police for a decade and forbade their use. 
(Executions are still reported, nevertheless, 


_ during the latest party purge.) Artists and 


Musicians who were silenced during the Cul- 
tural Revolution began to reappear.

Yet, when foreign coservers get too close 
to the everyday scene, the gates still slam 
Shut. Kuss Munro, the recent Peking cor- 
Tespondent of The Globe and Mail of To- 
Tonto, wrote a fine series on human rights 
in China, showing how thought [5 controled 
at the community and neighborhood levels. 
His articles reported that the “rich” peasant 
families of 30 years ago are still stigmatized. 
‘They described the arbitrariness of Chinese 
justice. “Without 8 legal code to guide it,” 
Mr. Munro wrote, “the party can decide what 
is and is not permisstble behavior. And what 
It decides varies with the political winds.” 
And, of course, as Mr. Munro reminded us, 
hina has its guiags, its labor-reform camps. 

For his enterprise and thoroughness Mr. 
Munro was “expelled” a few weeks before 
his scheduled departure. An expulsion from 
a Communist country is hardly unusual, but 
it is symptomatic of the obstacles to “nor- 
malizing” relations with China. For Amer- 
icans, who wish to admire as well as criticize 
as they gain understanding of other societies, 
it is difficult to do business with those who 
say that how they live is none of our busi- 
ness.
